fraternal society or order, or can it 
be said thit a mutual life company Is a 
beneficiary society or order, although 
fraternal and beneficiary societies may 
be mutual. 


•This office Holds that all insurance 


companies that are doing- business on 
the old line or fixed premium plan, 
where policies are issued for a given, 
de£uitt., fitted or stated premium, pay- 
able or capable, of being- estimated in 
advance, in so far as determining the 
the question of taxation on their pol- 
icies is concerned, are organized and 
conducted for profit, whether the 
premium is paid by assessment or not. 


"The association when it collects * 


premium under this plan undertakes 
to carry a risk for the price fixed and 
agreed upon with, the insured, and this 
amount must be paid, no matter what 
it actually costs the association to car- 
ry the risk. 


"The other class of companies do 


business on the assessment plan, which 
is a sum specifically levied upon a fixed 
and definite plan within the limit 
the companies or bocltui 
tal law or organization to pay losses, 
or losses and expenses incurred.

grain at any price. The trouble is that 
the vessel owners hare become tired of 
the. dictation of Chicago shippers and 
are eagerly seeking' contracts in the ore- 
carrying trade from Lake Superior to 
Lake Erie ports. 


One does not have to remember so 


very far back to reach the time when 
the vessel owner had to figure closeiy 
at the end of each season to determine 
between the columns of profit and loss. 
Dividends iii those days were practical- 
ly unknown, aad it was almost as prof- 
itable to tie up io a wharf and remain 
there as -it was to sail the lakes. But 
to-day a lake freighter of a fair size is 
worth a thousand dollars a day to its 
owner, and skippers have been told to 
brave all sorts of weather rather than 
waste a day in port. The reason is that 
the great increase in the steel indus- 
tries has caused a demand for transpor- 
tation facilities for ore from Lake. Su- 
perior mines to the manufacturing es- 
tablishments in Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
Great as is the lake fleet of vessels, it 
could be doubled and still There would 
be a profitable business for all. All the 
lake shipyards are building boats with 
the greatest possible dispatch and sell- 
ing them at a remarkable profit, but 
even at that next season will witness a 
shortage in bor.rs, and the Chicago 
grain shippers will be the losers.

It belongs to the 
saaie type of valuable stars as the cele- 
brated Alg-ol, but its variation is larger. 
Its' period is four days, 13 hours and 45 
minutes. 
When at a minimum-it 5s 


three magnitudes faifitcr;than when at 
a maximum; in other words, it period- 
ically loses and then regains so much 
light that at one time it is 16 times 
brighter, than at another. In stars of 
th;s type the changes of light are sup- 
posed to be caused by a dark body re- 
volving around the star and producing 
eclipses as it comes within our line of 
sight.—Youth's Companion.

Yale-Harvard football game at Cam- 
bridge today. Harvard can lawfully 
lay claim to the collegiate champion- 
ship for 1898. 
Its defeat of Yale by a 


score of 1? to 0, and the victory over 
the University of Pennsylvania by a 
score of 10 to 0, clearly demonstrated 
Harvard's superiority. Princeton won 
from Yale by only a small score, main- 
ly through a famous play by one man, 
so thst upon this showing it was gen- 
erally conceded that Harvard could 
have beatsa Prineetoa as easily as it 
did Yale. The Harvard team in 1898 
was considered as strong as the famous 
Princeton team in 1896, when Old 
Nassau vanquished Yale's fine team 
by a score of 24 to 6. This year Bar 
vard is again a strong favorite, Yale 
having suffered defeat at the hands of 
Columbia and Harvard having a clean

mental invoice of social, financial or 
other probabilities. Will it not soon 
penetrate the rhiUeit brain that wealth. 
rank or leadership are powerless as 
shields against 
unhspphiess, or as 


props to mental, moral or physical de- 
ficiencies; that there is positively no 
honest or sensible basis for judging in- 
dividuals except individuality. —Ella :

government" and the sale of cabbages 
tind baking-powder at retail. 


"The company has five years in which 


to sell such of its effects as do not con- 
cern the making of cars. Two of the 
three parks are destroyed and the 
tracks of the Illinois Central railroad 
run across thc famous athletic field; 
once one of the finest in the country. 


The stone wall and gate that once 


fenced in ihe town are removed. All its 
streets are a part of the Chicago system 
now. 
The Pullman Gas company has 


been sold to the Chicago gas trust, the 
city has taken over the water pipes and 
the steam-heating may go out of busi- 
ness. ' 


Tfie residents are getting gas, water 


and groceries cheaper—for Chicago 
marketmcn can now sell at their doors 
—but they are a little nervous about the 
prospects about getting along without 
steam heat.
